Grech Gevernment.—The Provisional Greek Government 
has drawn op ae address to the European Goveramonts, capla- ;

gie. They well observe, they have eo option, as there is no | 
alternative but victory of extermination. They draw a line of : 
distinction betweea the Greek inaarrection and every other, aad 
tell the Moly Alliance that it is injuring the esuse of legitimacy 
to consider the Turkish Government a legitimate one; and they 
endeavour to shew that they only tose against the Torcks, when 
their iron yoke beeame altogether insufferable. 


Legislative Bulla.—The Parish Registry Act (56 Geo. Ll. «. 
116) provides that any person or persons wilfully making, or 
causing to be made, false returns ia the books of bepiiems, bari- 
als, or marriages, “ being thereof lawfully coavicied, shall be 
deemed and adjudged to be geilty of felony, and shail be trans- 
pevied for the term of fourteen years.”

Important te Seconds er Botile-holders.—At the Berkshire 
Artises on Monday, W. Franklin was tried opon the charge of 
Manslaughter. The case arose put of a pugilistic contest, which 
lasted for an hour aod a half, The surgeon, who examined the 
body of the deceased, was of opinion that he died of apoplexy, 
brought on by the exertion of the contest, as there were no 
external marks of violence, bat a considerable effusion of blood 
apon the brain, The prisonoer was aceordingly acquitied. The 
origin of the above fight arose from a contest between two boys, 
io which Franklin and the deceased were particularly active. The 
Judge remarked, tbat though he had no very great objection to 
men trying their strength in battle when they quarrelled, yet there 
was s6mething exocedingly brwa!l in allowiag them to fight se long 
after they were exhausted, and when the worst consequences might 
be apprehended. He therefore warned the witness who was second 
to the deceased, and ell parties eencerned, that, by a recent Act 
of Parliament, they were liable to fn punishment of transportation 
for life; and be would bave them’beware how they permitted or 
engaged in a conflict of thie aggravated character agsin, for there 
were persons who would take care that the law should be enfore- 
ed against thom. They ought cspeciaily to absteio from sotting 
boys on to fight: he bad no objection to mon taking a fow rounds 
to try which was the better man; bat it was shamefal te allow 
them to Aight for anJhour and a half,

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Mr. Justice Parh.— Hertfordshire Jarymen complaias of 
the conduct of Mr. Justice Park towards the Jury at the iste 
Assizes. He says, “ The last case of was one of a felony 
commitied bya very young boy, which Mr. Justice Park informed 
as bed boon clearly made oat against the prisoner, aed that wo 
eould fad ne other verdict than guilty ; we, howover, thought dif- 
ferently, we did not conceive that the boy hed commitied a felony 
aod we disbelieved the p pal witsess agaiast him, we, there- 
fore, acquitted bim, after a long and patient consideration, and 
discussion. On tho verdict being pronounced, Mr. Jastice Park 
addressed us, telling as that he would not reocive that verdict,— 
that it was contrary to the law aad the evidence, and he desired 
us to re-consider it, We didso; and being unanimoasly of opi- 
nion that our verdict was a proper one, we a second time declared 
the prisoner Not Guilty.— Mr. Justice Park immediately declared 
ia epee Court, that it was an improper and mischievous verdict, 
and addressing the Ind who had been acquitted, told bim, ‘ that he 
had oot the slightest doabt of his guilt, and that no one else could 
eateriain any ;’ that he had been most improperly acquitted, but 
that he would bear bis casein miad, and that if ever he came 
before him agaia he should take care that the fullest panishment 
authorised by law was visited upon him for any offence of which 
he might be convicted. He then again, looking at the Jury, said 
that it was a disgraceful and seandalous verdict, and that it was 
the only wrong verdict they had given during the Assines; and 
then, in no very courteous terms, desired as to be gone.” —Taun- 
ton Courier, 

Seles of Property,—On Taesday was sold a freehold estate 
in Hants, within 3 miles of Andover, called Dole’s Lodge and 
Bstate, cootaining 008 acres, almost all wood-land, and prodacing 
an annual ineome from the sale of anderwood, estimated on the 
average of the last 3 years at 7461. per annem. It had also a 
cottage residence of a superior order, estimated with 8 acres 
of jand, at 190%, per anoom; aod there were sold with it quit- 
rents amounting to 16/. a year, and manorial rights extending 
over a manor 20 miles ia cireumference. The timber-trees, of 
the eatimated alae of 10,0001, were not invladed, Tho estate, 
guit-reats, and masor, sold for 186,000 guineas. —There appeared 
to be rather more competition amongst the bidders than for any 
estate in hand we have lately seen brought to the hammer,

When he retired to bed, he could not 
sleep anless the most perfect state of darkness was obtaiacd, by 
the closure of every ctanny through which a rey of light might 
pess; although [I have sometimes seen him fall asleep on the 
sola, and remain so for a few minutes ia broad day-light. Whea 
ill, Marchand occasionally read to bim until he fellasieep. At 
times he rose at seven, and wrote or dictated until breakfast 
time, or, if the merning was very Bac, he went oat to ride, When 
he breakfasted in his own room, it was generally served on a lit- 
tle reund table, at between nine and ten; when along with the 
rest of his suite, at eleven; in cither ense « la fowrchette. After 
breakfast be generally dictated to some of bis suite for a few 
hours, aud at two or three o’clock such visitors as by previoas 
appointment bad been directed to present themaeives. Between 
four and ive, when the weather permitted, he rode ont on herse- 
back or in the carriage, accompanied by all bis suite, foran beer 
or two; then returned and dictated, or read aatil eight, or cocasion- 
ally played a came at chess, at which time dinner was announced, 
which rarely excoeded tweaty misutes or half an hour in dura- 
tion, Ho ate heartily and fast, and did not eppear to be partial 
to high seasoned, or rich food. One of his most favourite dishes 
was a roasted Jeg of mation, of which I bave seen him sometimes 
pare the outside brown part of; he was else pertial to mat- 
ton chops. He rarely drank as moch ase pint of claret at his 
dianer, which was generally much dilated with water. Afier 
dinner, when the servants had withdrawn, and when there were 
no visitors he sometimes played at chess or at whist, but more 
frequently sent for a volame of Corneille, or of some ether es- 
teemed author, aod read aloud for aa hear, or ehaited with the 
ladies and the rest of bis suite. He aseolly retired to his bed- 
room at tee or cleven, and to rest, immediately afterwards. Whea 
he breakfasted of dined in his oa apartment (dans [imterwr ), be 
sometimes seat for oneol his suite to converse with him dering 
the repast. He never ate more than two meals adey, nor, sine® 
I knew him, badhe ever takes more than a very small cup of 
coffee after cach repast, and at G0 other time.

This sbetch of the civil arrangements in Bengal will apply equally 
to the precidencies of Madras end Bombay, where the same svétem 
prevails, It is evident, en the slightest consideration, that these ar.

This native geotioman, who was intimately connected with the 
English, represented to Mr, Vaosittart, when president of the ronwell of 
Patne, that he ought te ia public cerasionally, and dispense jus- 
tice according to the of the ancient ruless ef the couvtry. 
Englishes replied, he could not transect business exposed: to the 
gore of a dumerous assembly ; and therefore preferred bis eloset. Bat, 
auppesing that he lad followed this advice, it te obvions thal some Hai! 
must be opposed to this practice, as, where one man exercises dominion 
over se many, it ls ible for bimte listen te all, This esfficiently 
accounts for a regalation of government which requires that all petitions 
delivered into a court of jostice, should be written on stamped paper, 
wpon whieh « doty is levied. This ean only operate te practice, by 
deteriing the poor mae from complaining of the unjust oppreetene of 
the semecudars and officers of goverament, and must be regarded a the 
greatest evil of the existing arrangements for the distribution of justice 
Bat it appears to be almost uanveidable from the limited nember of 
public functionaries employed ia this dety. The inference is aeperent, 
that, if England is to exercise dominion la Tadia, their aumber eaght to 
be increased.

One would thick, that 
both the Writer and Publisher of this Letter bad been asleep for 
the leat six months, not tobave knows that this point was among 
one of the carlicet that hed been discussed, in reply to the acoasa- 
these of the Quanteniy Reviiy. i cannot be very entertaining 
to our Reeders to heave old portions of the Jovawat reprinted ; 
bet in this case, simply to shew the blindness ead foliy of revie- 
ing this eld charge and patting it forth as a new owe, and to shew 
to what shifts the Correspondents of the Bure mest be driven 
whea they are foreed to go back to the Quanteaty Review for

Drawings, made from Skétebes taken with more care aed leisare tha 
they could bean the Bast of that stream, wore sent home te be engrave 
for the larger plates ;— bet the delay that took place in the pablivatios, 
and the probable decline of laterest in the subject by cach delay, induc. 
ed the Bockeellers, are toe peg aod Ca. to omit all that Wr, Murs 
ray woald bave originally i > 28 tending te protract the publicatiog 
ie poiatef tims, and add largely to its expeace, confloing theaneives 
to the vignettes only engraving these on wood jastead of copper,and con, 
sidering them eoly ia the light ia which they were lefeaded, as merely 
appropriate ambeilishmonte, after all the more finished subjects nad heed 
eecessarily exctuded becanse of the time and cost it would have taken 
to get them property engraved. The portion of the Manuscript Preface 
which related to these larger Drawings, has been omitted slong with the 
sabjects to which it referred; and the laffer part of the paragraph only 
relating to the vignettes, bas been published. Tn the part omiited ib 
Was ecuplicitly stated that the vignettes were among the least perfect 
ef the subjects sent; bat even in that which remains there is enfficiont 
toshew thet nothing like an attempt at imposition was made; for, after 
ateting that many even of the vignettes were from original drawings 
made after sketches taken on the spot, it ls added that “ as thle was the 
least expeusive and humblest way of adding graphic illustrations of the 
text, appropriate subjects had been selected from other sources, but 
toveriably with « view te the elucidstions of seanery, costume, of man- 
were, and the accarate representations of places spoken of ia the body 
of the werk.” With respect io the Plates, there is batons among the 
whole that is set original, which Is the plan of the ancient Jerosalem, a 
thing that erst have been borrowed, if given at all, waless it is sappos- 
ed that a Traveller cold draw upon the apot ie the present day, a plae 
of a city os it exleted a few thousand yearsage. Bat this le eo distinet- 
ly etated in the Preface as to leave the Reviewer without excuse. 11 is 
mentioned in these words. “ The plan of the ancient Jerusalem, from 
the best aathorities, is that which esually accompanies the Works of 
Josephas, and it will illustrate better than eny written description, the 
changes which have take place lo dite of this city.” Of the vig. 
nettes, the whele of those oo the Kast of the Jorden are crigiaal, aud ihe 
fow which were from other soerces, Maandreli eed Le Brayn, 
besides being acknowledged, were only by the Pablisher as illus. 
tretions of the teat, in the manner that Dr, Clarke's and other Travels 
have been ilinstrated, withest its eliciting from thie Reviewer « sugie 
observation; he could wot deny their and appropriateness, 
and Se could not ledicate «a single error in thelr wee; so that, 
driven to bic last shift, bo hes attempted to fasten on ae the charge 
of berrewing from some “‘ebeslete werk” «@ view of place sever be- 
fore beard of or deseribed, merely because two square boles above 
the side arches of & gatewny are mentioned ip the tent and pot 
given in the view; and becanse the covinthiem capitals were sald in 
the text te be broken om the top, whereas in the view they are cleariy 
seen, We appealte any one who has ever been placed in circumstances, 
where, desirous of conveying to others some idea of a raised building or 
ageaeral view, be eonld only obtain from haste or other causes, « dosen 
lines with a pen, to be filled ap by memory, whethersack a view would 
not io his estimation, have all the merit he elmed at, if it were correct in 
enberance, and merely inaccurate in some item of miner detail The 
views in every Book of Travels that we have seen, present some \nstegces 
of this; and the Reviewer, if be had eny experience, mast have hnows 
this. Bat the sketch beiog made at ene time, aud the writtes 

tion at amether, ther wast of perfect correspondence threnghont is uat 
all wonderful. Had there been any feeling of « dishonest tendency 
leading to imposition, any person le hie senses would have referred to the 
written details (or the Ailing wp required ; bat there was ne such inieation, 
and sceordingly beth were seflfered to remain as they were, withoot at- 
tempting to accommodate the ene tothe other. Had the Reviewer ons 
grain of gentlemanly ferlieg of candenr aboot him while writing his arti. 
che, he would have adverted toan exactly parallel ease, in Ulestraiios of 
this honesty snd plein degling om the part of his Aather, but this wouid 
have deieated the end he had ia view, whice was to condeme as, right of 
wrong. At page 994 of the Travels in Palestine, there is the following 
Note op a similar disagreement between theglen and written descrip- 
tice of one of the streetsef Gerazs, “The written déscription here is 
not in perfect harmony @ith the pias, The lest wee isid dewa frome 
set of bearings taken with » good compacs ;: the firet was composed eiso 
oa the spot. Theerrer isis the polet of beating only ; bet which of 
the two is mare correct, my receliection dees ost silew me tv decide; 
oo that J have ceffeored both jhe astheorities (9 remain unaltered.” We 
oak whether this ic not the acet frank end howest course that conid bs 
perseed ina similar case of dowbt!~ That is the course which we 
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beve porsued, and ifthe Reviewer had any other than a crooked and 
tortaons mind, bent om our defamation, be would hioseif bave applaud- 
ed it.” 

The next quotation from the Quanteaty Review, which the 
original Correspondent of Joun Butt could not have seen, or has 
unaccountably forgotten, is as follows: — 


** One word more apon Mr. Backingham’s pilates, and we have done 
with him. The paragraph in which be announces them in his Preface 
in most warily drawnup. ‘Mawy of the vignettes ere from original 
drawings made after shitches taken on the spol.’ (p. xx.) He ecarefally 
abstains from stating which of them, by whom made, and when: thus if 
his reader be deceived, the anthor has provided a retreat for his con- 
science, in vot having hagarded the ‘lie diréct.’ Ina subsequent page 
we find the following borst of ‘ honest indignation’ in his avimadversions 
on the plates in an.edition of Maandrei’s journal. ‘Some well meaning 
friend, or some interested booksellers, subsequently cansed these drawings 
to be composed from the printed descriptions and charts of the places they 
profess to represent, and thus embellished, they thought, while they real- 
ly disgraced the book, Thisis the more probable, as no name ls given 
enher of the painter or engraver. Sach « practice, however, cannot be 
tee secerely reprehended ; as these plates only give false impressions, which 
are avowedly worse than none at all.’ Who would suppose it possible, after 
this, that ‘ no name should be given either of the painter‘or engraver’ on 
any one of the platesin Mr, Rackingham's volume! —Yet soit is. As ‘the 
practice,’ however, is eo ‘ reprehensible,’ we will do him the kindness 
to mention that most of them arecopies from the printsin Le Bruyn’s 
Travels, published more than @ ceniary ago. These, then, are the 
vignettes from original drawings made after sketches taken on the spot— 
whether by Mr. Buckingham in 1816, or by Le Broya in 1681, matters 
not, of course, Ttistrue that this confusion of widely distaut periods 
may lead to a few‘ false impressions,” a+, for instance, where Pyre 
(chap. ti.) ie presented to na as a mere beap of rains, (which it was when 
Le Brnyn visited it,) thoagh itis now a flourishing place; or where Jaffa 
appears (p. 144.) as it then was, an open scattered village, thongh it 
is now a walled city; still, however, as it is probable that Le Bruyo’s 
sketches were really made on the spot, Mr. Backingbam’s word is saved | 
As to all the remaining views (which do uot exceed three or four,) it be 
quite certain that mot one of them was made epon the spot ; thoagh whe- 
ther taken ont of other books, or ' composed ia the manner the ‘ inter- 
ested booksellers’ (greatly te the scandal of our author) treated poor Mr. 
Maundrell, we cannot determine: the fraud, however, is as clumey as 
it is gross, for had we never met with Le Bruyn, wor suspected our an- 
thor to be no draughtsman, lls own de«criptions wenld have enabled we 
to prononnce that the views donot belong to his work. 


‘©The map is D’Aaville’s with ali ite errors; for it is one of the least 
correct of the prodactions of that extraordiuary genius: avd the growud- 
plans of Jerusalem are taken ont of atranelation of Josephas, Upon 
the whole, we are compelled to say of this dull and tiresome volame, 
which we have gone through with more cere than it deserved, that the 
plates are worthy of the letterpress, and both of them, we verily believe 
of the author,” 

The reply given to this on the 14th of Augast last, at page 
618 of the Jounnat is as follows: — 


“The charge respecting the Plates has been answered before; 
and if it were “te provide « retreat for consience that we abstained from 
particnlarising which were eriginal aud which were not: what mast 
be the motive of the Reviewer for steering equally clear of all particular 
jndication? Can it be a crime ia the one, and a virtue io the other? The 
trath is that thoagh the Reviewer has not seeceeded in convicting us of 
misrepreseptation in any ene instance, he ts himeelf without a retreat 
either for bis eanscience or reputation; for when be says that there is 
not one of these Plates that was made from Sketches taken on the spor, 
we cen give him the “lie direct,” te ase his owe elegant phrase, and 
tél him that Ana the Plates (with the exception eniy of the ancient 
Pianof Jerasalem, which could vot have been done by a modern hand) 
are original; that A@f/teen of the vignettes are from original Sketches, 
namely, Harbour of Alexandria —Tomb of Rachel—the Passe to Jeriche 
~—Crossing the Jordan —Arab Camp in Gilead—Areh of Gerasa—Jonic 
Colonnade —Sarcopbagi of Gevata—Bath ov the Hieromar—View of 
Tiberias —Rains of Capernaum—Baihs on the Lake—Sareophagi of 
Esdraelon —Mountaine of Samaria—Castle of Savhoor ;—leaving wine 
te be divided among Le Brayn, Meendrell, Pococke, aud Casas, while 
many more of the originale sent home have been omitted altogether 
The complaint urged by ns as to some of the plates in Mavndrell, ev. 
dently pat inte « later edition of his Beok long after hie death, wes a 
well foanded one, because these were not merely loaccurate, but bore 
ne resemblance whatrver to the places they were aaid to delineate 
whereas, of the few that were selected by as to edd te the eriginal 
Sketches, they were avewedly chosen because of their fidelity, and 
motwithatanding what is said ef Tyre and Jaffa, the only (we places 
named, they are still, tho’ imperfect, the best views knows to us ef the 
places ia question, The wil/a! falsehood of the assertion, that “ the 
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remaining views are qniy jhree or four,” instead of Afieen, avd the 
gratwitous assertion of what he conld mot possibly kwow, that pone of 
these were sketched on the spot, isa finithing stroke to the arrogant 
pretensions of a Reviewer who affects to know as accurately what per. 
sons did not do, as what they did. : 

** The closing sentence of the Reviewer is worthy of himself, He 
commences it with a blender, by saving that**the Mapis D’Anvitie’, 
with all its errors, it being one of the least correct of the productions of 
that extraordinary genins,” The Reviewer mast have beem reading the 
Preface when he wrote this, instead of looking st the Map itself :—Ip 
the Preface it is said ‘ The aaciest Map of Palestine is. taken, with ve. 
ry trifling alterations, from D’Anville, asthe most generally knows and 
approved authority oa this sebject, and the most frequeitly referred to.” 
Unfortnnately, however, for the critical reputation of the Reviewer, this 
Map was thought by the Pablishers annecessary, aud lias vot been en. 
craved at ali!! Thefonly Map isened with theWork is one that was wholly 
constracted from ee original Book of Bearings avd Distances, bere in the 
Sarvegor General's Office in Calcutta, and has a large portion ef coun. 
try and many pieces included in it wholly unknown to D’Aaviile or any 
other authority, as any one may see by comparing them togéther. Such 
adiscovery was indeed worthy of the sagacity of Tuk QuARrerty Re. 
view. Of the ground plan of the ancient Jerusalem from Josephus, we 
have before spoken, end should be glad te kaow where the Reviewer 
eduid direct as to find a better, ' : 

* Upon the whole, (says this writer,) weare compelled to say of 
this dali and tiresome volume, which we have gone through with more 
care than it deserved, that the plates (which he contends are not origi. 
nal) are worthy of the letter press (which be losinaates is also borrow- 
ed or stolen); and both ef them of the eathor,” (who according te bis 
own shewing, could have no jast claim to either!)—so that thie Reviewer, 
is reduced to the necessity ef proving that his Author's text is not bis 
own—and that his embelli-hments are ali the work of others—bat that 
peverthelers me atone is geswerable for the demerits of soTm !!— 
“O! most lame end impotent conclusion.” 

After this, it must be quite unnecessary for us to reprint 
again, what has been already offered to the Public om. matters 
long since agilated, and seitied, in the minds of all wlo felt an 
juterest in the questions to which they referred. We might 
otherwise go over the whole of the Controversy relating to Sir 
Edward Hyde East, to the Vestry Disputes, to the Letter of Oxe 
or THE Mawny, to the Letter of Emutus, and many ether mat- 
ters, which some zealous Friend of the Butt advises him to 
repriatin a Pampbiet for the information of all new-comers' We 
can only say, that if Sir Edward Hyde Eastand his Friends, to 
whom the means of redress either legal or otherwise were as 
open as to ali other persons, sought noremedy for injury inflict- 
ed or sustained, there is but one inference to bo drawn from 
their not secking it: and if they deemed silence the best course, 
they are pot their best friends who revive the matter now. If 
the explanations offered on the Letter of “Ong or the Many,” 
were deemed satisfactory at the time of its first publication, and 
the Army were convinced of the misconsiruction given to the 
whole drift and meaning of the Writer and Pablisher, by those 
who strove to stir (hem up to anger then, they aro neither the 
Friends of the Army nor of the Country who seek to revive that 
aabject,new, We shall leave it to Jonn Butt and his Corres- 
pondents therefore, to ring the changed oo matiers answered aod 
put to rest so long ago, from the ten-times-demed identifica- 
tien of the JovrvaL with Thistlewood and Ings, to the ten 
times-refuted imputation of having no regard to either Piety or 
Decency, and strive to evtertaie oar Readers with something 
uew aswell useful, ia retaro for that exemplary paticace with 
whiob they have borne all the tedious interruptions ef the past, but 
which we bope will never again be required of them in the future.
